A SCENE OF HORROR. ; 


Outside the grounds the'scene was one 
of horror., For an entire block men and 
boy« were lying writhing In agony. Some 
were burled under wreckage, others were 
lying in gutters and dozens were stretch-' 
ed out on the car tracks. Some lay un­ 
conscious, others were rolling over suffer­ 
ing great pain and others attempted to 
get up and walk only to fall again. Ten 
thousand persons within the grounds left 
the place and crowded about the Injured, 
of whom there were more than a hundred. 
Tnde.scrlbable confusion reigned for a time, 
but cooler heads succeeded In quieting the 
excited people and the de&d and Injured 
were taken from the wreck, many to hos- 
pitais, some to car barns, others to neigh­ 
boring residences. Physicians were sum­ 
moned from all over the city and attended 
the Injured as rapidly as possible. 


CAUSE OF ACCIDENT. 
Exam ination of the wajl£ after, the acci­ 
dent showed many of the wooden sup­ 
ports. which extended three feet beyond 
the walk, to be rotten and broken off flush 
with the wall.

LANtJLBY AIRSHIP TAKES A DIVE. 


W idewater, Va., Aug. 8.—A partly suc­ 
c e s sfu l experiment with the fifteen-foot 
Langley airship was made this morning 
from a houseboat in the Potomac river oft, 
tills point.

K nights of M alta and special rep­ 
resentatives and envoys; on the left an­ 
other space Is reserved for the Roman 
aristocracy. Close a t hand stands a bronxe 
statue of St. Peter dressed In full pon­ 
tifical robes and looking strange to pro- 
fane soyes, the great toe worn away by 
much kissing of the faithful being In evi­ 
dence. 


The high altar, is adorned with gilded 
candelabra and designs by Michael An­ 
gelo.
